The schools were faced with a serious enrollment prob- 
lem on the opening of school in September. At the time of 
planning for the new building allowance was made for prac- 
tically a 25%, increase in enrollment. Schools opened in. 
September with 268 pupils or an increase of 58 pupils over 
the 25% estimated. This emergency situation required the 
engaging of an additional teacher, the erection of a movable 
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partition, and increasing the number of transportation 
routes. If this extraordinary increase is the peak, the hous- 
ing situation will not be too serious. If, however, the dis- 
trict has the normal anticipated increases in the next five 
years in addition to this tremendous increase for the current 
year, our housing situation will again be serious. 

In addition to the serious housing situation, this increase 
in enrollment causes additional financial problems. An addi- 
tional teacher is the largest part of the financial load but 
there are also increased purchases necessary in all areas of 
supplies. If it is also reflected in future high school enroll- 
ments, the increased tuition costs and additional enrollments 
will impose additional financial burdens. 


Personnel 


The problem of supply and demand still affects the 
teacher situation. The district lost through resignation two 
veteran teachers, Miss Valeska and Mrs. Bailey. Miss 
Valeska, who was principal, had organized the school and 
was especially difficult to replace. In addition Miss Martin 
resigned. It became necessary to engage four new teachers 
during the spring and late summer. Mrs. Mary Conom, a 
graduate of Boston University, was engaged for grades 5-6. 
She, because of change of residence, resigned during the 
year. Mr. John Walsh, a graduate of Keene, and Miss 
Areadne Katsakiores, also a graduate of Keene, were en- 
gaged to fill two of the vacancies. Mrs. Dorothy Schnare, a 
teacher of some experience and also from Keene, was also 
engaged. On the resignation of Mrs. Conom, Mrs. Michelene 
Broadhead, also from Keene Teachers College with a year 
of experience, was engaged for the vacancy. 

The district was fortunate to be able to secure these pro- 
fessionally trained teachers. The situation at the elementary 
level is still serious. The demands for elementary teachers 
is greater than the supply. This condition will continue for . 
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level. ; 
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There are areas of instruction where improvement ‘shot 1 
be made when possible. Handwriting is an area that ne 
improvement. A Handwriting service is’ available a 
expense of less than a cent a day per pupil. The agere xate 
however, is such that financial considerations have made 
peas in the dace of rising educational costs. ee * 
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continue to attract the best of our young people to the field 
of elementary education. : 


Finances 


Legislative action has affected school finance in several 
ways. School budgets like all others are affected in two 
areas, income and expenditures. 


The legislature decreased income on the one hand and 


- increased expenditures on the other. This statement is only 


a statement of fact.  — 


The cut made in the amount of money available at the 
state level for the support of schools was serious. The 
overall cut was $1,600.000. Only 20%, or $400,000 was 


_ made available. Locally this meant a cut of $10,338.39. 


The method of determining high school tuition was 


i changed in the statute. In last year’s report it was pointed 


out that high school tuition charges had increased $51.28 
per pupil in four years with an. estimate that an additional 


‘increase of $11.26 to $170 coultl be anticipated as the mini- 


mum for 1949-50. With the change in the statutory method 
of determining a district’s legal responsibility the figure 
established as the state average or the district’s legal respon- 


sibility rose to $233 for 1949-50. This results in a higher 


rate for 1950-51. The district was protected for the current 


year but the rates established for 1950-51 will necessarily 
be higher in light of the average for 49-50. 


‘The method of allocating supervisory union expense was 
also changed by statute and this too resulted in an increase 
generally for the smaller towns of a supervisory union. 

With these facts established an analysis of the local dis- 
trict’s budget can be made more satisfactorily. 


The items. under Administration are statutory or under 


‘the supervisory union budget with the exception of salaries 


of district officers. As stated above the supervisory union 
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budget is adopted and then allocated under the provisions 
of the new law. . | 
The only item increased under instruction is the item 


of teacher salaries. This is occasioned by the inclusion of 


an additional teacher and is more apparent than real since 
the board asked for $14,000. and were cut to $13,000 for 
1949-50. 


Under school plant operation the salary of the janitor 


was increased as is the allowance for light and supplies. 


Experience of the current year indicated that the time re- 
quired for janitorial service was greater than estimated and 
that more was needed for light and supplies. The alloca- 
tion for fuel seemed to be adequate so no increase is sug- 
gested here. 

Even though many seats and desks are in need of replace- 
ment, this item was cut with the feeling that it could be 
stretched out over a period of several years in the light of 
generally increasing cost due to increasing enrollments. — 


Under auxiliary activities, special activities and special 


funds is increased $800. This is’ counterbalanced by a simi- 
lar amount of income. This is expected to be a result of 
any lunch program that may be inaugurated. 

Transportation is incteased to allow for the additional 
route required by the increased enrollment. The bulk of 
the increase in budget comes under the heading of high 
school tuition. 

The increase is caused by increases in both the variables 


making up this item. The present enrollment in high school — 


is 55. There are but 9 seniors so that the enroilment in 
grades 10-11-12 for 50-51 is 46. The graduating class num- 
bers 22. So that the high school enrollment for 50-51 is 
68 or an increase of 13. . 


The district’s legal responsibility for high school tuition — 


is based on the average per pupil cost of the previous year. 
The district’s legal responsibility for 1949-50 is $233.70 per 
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pupil. Despite this fact the rates for 50-51 are less than 


$200 a pupil. The increase is primarily due to the increased 
enrollment for there has been an increase of only $10 per 
pupil for 50-51 over 49-50. | 

The overall budgetary increase is $6,282.37. Three thou- 
sand, one hundred fifty dollars in transportation and tuition, 
$229 in instruction and $550 in plant operation accounts 
for $5,929. The balance is distributed over several items. 

The increase in assessment for current. operations is 
$6,032.81, due to increase of $250 in anticipated income. 

- In addition there is a deficiency item of $2,000 which was 
occasioned by the necessity of opening an-additional room, 
erecting a partion, and increasing the transportation. 

I am deeply concerned over the finances of the district 
for in the face of increasing enrollments. the elimination 
of state support is increasing the burden on the local tax- 
payer. The need for a broadened tax base is increasingly 
apparent. The small suburban community lacks the real 
property to carry the burden even though they all con- 
tribute to the real worth of neighboring cities.. The solution 
of the small districts’ financial problem ies in increased . 
support at the state level for cost can hardly be decreased 
with 25% increased high school enrollments and 20% in- 
creased elementary enrollments. 

The splendid cooperation of the whole school community 
continues. The pupil, parents, teachers and citizens work 
cooperatively to provide the best educational opportunity 
for the children of the community. It is a pleasant duty to 
work in such an atmosphere. _

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FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near wood- 
lands. Official figures show that more than 98 percent of all 
forest fires result from human carelessness and can be pre- 
vented. Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are our 


most shameful waste’’. 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects 
far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the 
forests, the protection forests provide for game and the sup- 
ply of ground water. They upset local economies by draw- 


ing men from gainful employment and requiring the expendi- 


ture of public funds to extinguish them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping 
the size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. 
In 1949 there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than 
in 1948, but they burned 500 acres less. For the warden and 
his deputies to do the job they are capable of, they’ must have 
the cooperation of the public—YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVEN- 
TION—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your 
local forest fire warden and his deputies are constantly 
working. It can be achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and 
YOU cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR effort and 
can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being par- 
ticularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden 
_ when the ground is not covered with snow. 
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3 Insisting that iether be careful and comply 
ing requirements. ,
